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FINAL REJECTION 

1 . The examiner maintains the same rejection as that of the first office action, 
namely: 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Loerch US Patent No. 4,632,612. 

Claims 3 and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 4 and 5 are allowable. 

Applicant is referred to the first office action for the details of the rejection. 

2. The newly added claim 7 is a method claim basically similar to that of apparatus 
claim 1, therefore claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Loerch US Patent No. 4,632,612. 

3. In the amendment, applicant adds the limitation " one or a plurality of sensors" to 
control " one or a plurality of motors". According to the amendment, claim 1 is now 
coyer any one of the following four different types of controls. If the prior art teaches 
any one of the following four types of controls, the claimed limitation is met: 

(1 ) one sensor controls one motor; 

(2) one sensor controls a plurality of motors; 

(3) a plurality of sensors control one motor; 
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(4) a plurality of sensors control a plurality of motors. 
Why??? Because the alternative language "or". 

The claims are rejected because Loerch teaches one sensor controls one motor. 

4. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered, but they are not convincing. 
Applicant argues that "Loerch does not teach using signals from a plurality of sensors 
for one motor, or a signal from one sensor for a plurality of motors, as recited in 
amended claim 1". This argument is partially true. However, claim 1 as amended also 
covers the conditions (1) and (4) because the language used is the alternative form "or".
